No Constructive Measures 
to Relieve Unemployment 


Or Aid Farmers Have 


Been Taken 


(By Federated Press) 


WASHINGTON, D. C-—Although 


Secty. of Labor Davis admits 5,735,- 
000 workers are unemployed, and 
Secty. of Agriculture Wallace de- 
clares the farmers have been de- 
flated until hundreds of thousands 
' arc facing bankruptcy, Congress is 
preparing to recess without taking 
any really constructive measures of 
relief and most of its members, as 
well as administration leaders seem 
satisfied that the country is well 
started on the road "back to nor- 
malcy." 


Administration organs in this city 


aro congratulating- Congress upon 


. its "constructive record" and Rep. 


Mondell, Republican 
floor leader, 


gave out a long statement bragging 


' about his party's acwmplishmcnts. 


Manufacturers 
undoubtedly 
are 


pleasased with the excessiv9 rates 
of the Fordnoy tariff bill; million- 
aires are delighted with the repeal 
of the excess profits tax and reduc- 


" tion of the income surtaxes; and the 


railroad magnates 
are smacking 


their lips in anticipation of 
the 
$500,000,000 loan which the Admin- 
istration promised. Harding and his 
chief advisers—Secretaries Hoover 
and Mollon—apparently think they 
have done all that could be expected 
and probably are unaware of the 
acuto distrtss which exists through- 
out the country. 
Congressmen seem to 
feel 
the 


same way just now, but there are 
some political observers who believe 
it will reassemble in' a dicerent mood 
and that incipient insurgency against 
the Harding program now simmer- 
ing will boil over when Congress- 
men raturn to Washington pfter 
mingling with their constituents. 


Conditions are depressed all over 


the country and much of the dis- 
satisfaction is crystalizing in com- 
plaint over the inactivity of Con- 
gress, It is true that the Harding 
administration has done everything 
possible to build up tariff walls, for 
the trusts, to put the railroads back 
on a dividend paying basis and to 
lighten taxation for the wealthy; 
but, as a western congressman re- 
cently said, "Th0 administration has 
been so busy legislating for 5,000 
millionaires that it has forgotten the 
existence of tho 109,995,000 people 
who make up tho rest of the popula- 
tion." 
There are indications that 


individual congressmen will hear 
from the people when they get back 
home. 


It remains to be «een whether re- 


newed contacts with the people will 
induce a majority of the Republi- 
cans to obey a little less blindly the 
dictates of the party whips, but it is 
rather significant that the only in- 
dependence found on the Republican 
side exists among a 
little 
group 


from 
Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and 


North Dakota. 
Several 
congress- 


men from this section recently paid 
a flying visit to the home district 
and this may partially account for 
their recalcitrancy. 


The only hope of getting funda- 


mentally 
constructive 
legislation 


from Congress 
before a possible 


overthrow of the Republican major- 
ity in 1922 lies in the possibility that 
widespread criticism from the vot- 
ers may wake up Representatives to 
somo appreciation to the gravity of 
the situation that confronts the 
country. This is only aVpossibility, 
but it behooves the plain people who 
are clamoring for relief from op- 
pressive conditions to make manifest 
the real sentiment of the country 
when their congressmen leave the 
artificial atmosphere of Washington 
and get back "among the folks."

Spanish Forces Rout 


Moors, Says Report 


MADRID—Savage attacks upon 


the Spanish lines south of Melilla, 
Morocco, have -been made by rebel 
tribesmen, but they have been re-

the financial fabric. A country which' has de- 
pleted itself in six years of the stupendous sum 
of $21,000,000,000, we are informed, is not in « 
position to take any considerable portion of it 
back lest it disarrange and disorganize the 
whole of our financial- and economic structure.

rpHO-SE who undertake to support that prop- 
1 
o'sition and to present it to the lay mind 


have a v^ry great task before them. It is a 
difficult task which they have assumed to thus 
prove that a country parting with such a vast 
sum of capital could not, in the practical work- 
ing out of international and domestic finance, 
find room for the safe use of a part of the vast 
capital with which it has parted. Those who 
undertake to show this will be met with many 
obstacles, the most conclusive of which is that 
it is unreasonable. There may be something in 
the mysterious operations and workings of.. 
finance which the ordinary man cannot compre- 
hend', but it will have to be revealed in an un- 
mistakable fashion before it will be accepted 
•by the American people, who are now in need 
of capital. 


The first propaganda organized with some 


considerable force and effect, with reference to 
the foreign debt, was to cancel it entirely. 
There is no doubt where that originated. 
It 


did not originate in this country, although it 
was earnestly advocated by those who always 
represent in this country what foreign interests 
want. But 'that proposition was very success- 
fully and conclusively vetoed by President Wil- 
son. 
When the proposition was presented to 


him—and for a long time it was denied abroad 
it had been presented—his letter in response to 
the subject was conclusive-and, in my judg- 
ment, it corre'ctly interpreted the views of the 
people of this country. He advised in courte- 
ous but unmistakable terms that the <?.ebt would 
not be -canceled; on the other hand, that we 
should expect payment, and payment of the en- 
tire amount. 


The next proposition, after the question of 


tlio cancellation of the debt had been disposed 
of, was the funding of the debt for a long period 
of time and deferring the payment of the in- 
terest for 12 or 15 years. Of course there are 
a great many people who advocate the funding 
of the debt for a long period of time and the 
deferring of the payment of interest, who were 
not associated with those who advocated can- 
cellation and who do not believe in the cancel- 
lation of the debt; but the moving power for 
the funding of the debt and the deferring of 
the interest'for 15 years was the same power 
which initiated the movement for the- cancel- 
lation of the debt.

Delay in Payment

FTER it 'was ascertained that it was im- 
possible to cancel the debt, the next propo- 


sition was'that of funding it'and deferring pay- 
ment of interest until such time as it was Re- 
lieved that the American people as' a people 
could be brought to the conclusion that it ought 
,to~~be canceled. On« of the most-noted of tha 
London papers in discussing the question said: 


"It perhaps is not within reason to ex-v 
pect the American, people all at once_ to ba^'- - 
converted to this very practical application 
of world solidarity—1' 
That is to say, the cancellation of, the debt, 


the subject tliey were discussing. 


In a London dispatch, printed'in the New 


York World under date of November 11, 1920, 
it was said:

If not now, later. 
The two propositions are kindred In th' 


source from which they sprang, and while a 
they, move'forward they have different advo 
cates, the origin in my judgment is tho same, 


So long as the masses in Europe are led to 


believe, first, that Germany can pay all the ex 
penses of the war and rehabilitate them finun 
cially and economically, and, secondly, that th 
United States will not on|y cancel the deb 
ultimately but wip in the meantime continu 
the loan, either publicly or through private cor 
porations, and donate millions to feed-them 
tha nationals of Europe are not going to work 
It has a perfectly demoralizing effect upon 
them. They have been educated to that belief 
to a very great extent TWJ campaigns have 
been made in two of the leading nations of 
Europe, based largely upon that theory. Th 
result of it is, as we are informed^that outside 
of a limited area in Europe-the people are la 
boring under the belief that that is to be th< 
ultimate program. 


I read from an interview given out by John 


M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers' Association, who has just returned jfroin 
Europe a few days ago, in which he said: 


"•Germany is the 'only European country 
that is working to any extent. Pra-ctically 
the^rest of them are loafing. They want 
tho United States to give them more money 
so they can go out and play some more. 


- England needs a Wellington, France a Na- 
poleon, and Italy a Garibaldi to make them 
go back to work. Apparently there is no 
one working in Europe but the Germans. 
I talked with a prominent American woolen 
manufacturer who had motored all over 
Britain and found loafing to be general. 
All the people I met at the International 
Chamber of Commerce spoke of the activity 
of Germany getting out production. Mean- 
while the allied nations appeared to b'e sit- 
ting around waiting for the reparations to 
be handed out. 
Of course, such statements are always c'riti 


cized by certain people, but plenty, of evidence 
could be gathered to the effect that they are 
refusing toxgo back to work; that they have 
refused to go back to work; and that they seem 
to bo laboring, either consciously or unconsci- 
ously, under the supposition that somehow and 
in, some way they are to be taken care of, what- 
ever the crisis may come to be. 


( Shonld Pay Interest Now 


A 


T THE present time there is no legal ob- 
stacle that I know of to interfere with the 


collection of this debt or the interest upon it. 
Of course, I realize perfectly, when I say the 
collection of the debt, that ±he entire debt could 
not be paid at once. , I do insist,'however, that 
the interest should be collected, certainly from 
some of the leading powers. I shall undertake 
to show in a few moments all they need to di> 
is to turn some of the means which they have 
at their command into the channel* of paying 
their debts instead of utilizing it in a manner 
which, is neither beneficial to them nor anyone 
else, 


But there is, as I said, it this time no reason, 


nothing standing in the 'wmy of an urgent .but 
courteous demand that the debts and the in- 
terest be taken care of. Whatever change there 
would have to be in the way of form of the debt 
can be had under law now in existence. As 
pointed out by the Senator from Alabama [Mr. 
Underwood] very clearly a few days ago^ there 
is sufficient authority already to deal with tha 
debt under present laws if we are willing to 
come within the two limitations with reference 
to the interest and the length of the 'bond—two 
limitations which are wise. 


I was interested to read a few days ago an 


earnest statement in the eastern press to the 
effect that until Congress should have granted 
this power and laws should have^been enacted 
the interest upon this debt could' not be col- 
lected. If there is any reason why it cannot be 
collected at this time, it is not a legal inhibition 
but a mere question of policy or"*of incapacity 
to realize. It is not by reason of any want of 
authority. 
The debt, in other words, is just 


as binding, just as obligatory, and the evidence 
of it is just as plain and just as conclusive as 
if it were in the form' of .a bond. 


No Reparation is Asked 


/"vNE of the arguments with which we meet 


"Finance officials |iere/would like to pop- 


ularize- the idea that the interallied war 


with reference to "the debt is that owing 


to the sacrifices which the foreign nations made 
and the comparatively small sacrifice* which 
we made, as .it is argued, we should forgive the 
entire debt.

British Influence in Skipping Board 


Men Masquerading as the Sponsors of American Merchant Marine are 


the Emissaries of Great Britain

' HE charge that British influences are at 


work to control the policies of our mer- 
chant marine has been so frequently and 


recently made, and upon such high authority 
•thatjt cannot longer be ignored. , For example-,- 
on the 6th of June last the'Senator from lowa^ 
[Mr.,.Kenyon] on the floor of'.the Senate said" 
this: .

I think it Is a gafe .statement—I hazard 


the statement—that of the 300 employees 
[of the United States Shipping Board] 
across the sea; 75 per cent are British sub- 
jects, and some of the most important posi- 
tions are filled by British subjects, such, for 
instance, as that of marine superintendent, 
Capt. Blake, who is getting a salary of 
$6,000. a year, a British subject,, and his en- 
tire department is composed of British sub- 
jects. 
The remarks I have just quoted will be found 


in the Congressional Record of June 6, page 
2151. 


Before I conclude what I have to say I expect 


to lay before the Senate, information showing 
that it is not.necessary to'go across the sea to 
find men powerful in the affairs of American 
shipping whose interests ard sympathies are far 
more British than American. * * * 


Men -who are masquerading as the sponsors /of 


an American merchant marine are the emis- 
saries of Great Britain. They r.re to be found 
in the Commerce Department of this Govern- 
ment; they have had their representatives there- 
for years. I know soine of the new members of 
the Shipping Board, and I have as much confi- 
dence in their .integrity as I have in my own; 
but they axe so surrounded, just as Congress is, 
with respect to news, that they cannot get the 
light from the outside. 


I called the attention of the Senate on Satur- 


day night to the fact that a man had been ap- 
pointed to investigate the operations in this 
country of the British merchant marine and the 
British Government in confining, undermining, 
and destroying the effect of all the appropria- 
tions that we are making here. That man was 
Roscoe C. Mitchell, assistant to the special com- 
missioner in Europe, and it -was made to Capt 
Foley, Director of Operations, United States 
Shipping Board, under date of March 14. It was 
a mighty important report. Mr. Mitchell went 
out of office after having made it, and Foley is 
out oi\ office today. 


It wasjm expose of what is going on upon the. 


other side. I shall not tax the patience of Mem- 
bers to read from that report now. I shall print 
t, unless it'is called for. It id well worth your 
reading. It is well worth your consideration 
before you vote another dollar in support of this 
enterprise that is reaching into the Treasury 
day by day up to its armpits.

Notwithstanding the natural advantages" • 


I have enumerated and the fact that Eng- 
land fhjoyed a practical monopoly as the 
sea carrier for the gre-t part of the world 
during the half-century period when 'the 
American exporter and importer was satis- 
fied to move his merchandise in British bot- 
toms, I am fully convinced that the ship- 
owners of the United Kingdom have adopt- • 
ed other means by which they hope to elim- 
inate the United States as a serious com- 
petitor on the high seas. Propaganda is the 
new weapon, and today they are conducting 
an active campaign within our own Jborders. 
Their object is to discourage the American 
people from supporting Congress in' plac- 
ing our merchant marine upon a firm foot- 
ing1. Daily utterances in the news and 
editorial columns of the English press are 
of such tenor as to'justify this statement, 
but, as additional proof, I cite the fact that 
Britishers, well versed in all marine mat- 
ters have admitted to me that this method

N this statement of a trained observer who 


was abroad for the very purpose of studying 


he questions upon which he reported, we are 
brought face to face with the 'fact that we must 
not only exped, from Great Britain every form 


competition which the law permits and which 


ngenuity can devise, but we must be prepared 
o combat insidious propaganda calculated to 
nullify our efforts to secure that portion of the 
marine commerce of the world to which we are 
ustly entitled. It behooves us then to see.to it 
hat so far as possible every person connected 
with our merchant marine shall be not only an, 
American but that he shall be loyal to American 
interests when they are opposed to British in- 
erests. This ought to be true, of every man on 
toard of every ship from the captain to the 
.unvblest seaman, and of every _employee, in 
very department from the chairman to the least, 
mportant clerk.•

National Interest Forgotten 


T 


HE niasters of American finance have not in 
the past considered a merchant mimne from 


the point of view of national interest either in 
peace or war, and the national interest is re- 
ceiving no consideration at their hands today. 
The one question which has been considered has 
been the question of profits. How can the great- 
est profit be made in carrying- our products 
abroad and in bringing to our people what they 
need ,or desire from other countries ? That has 
been and still is their sole object. If the great- 
est profit could be made by conducting our over- 
seas commerce under the British flag, that has 
been done. If it is thought necessary to camou- 
flage or conceal the British influences in our 
shipping business, that has been done. But the 
consideration of national interest, protection in 
war, fair rates, and good service in peace for all 
'the people is a purpose which has found no place 
in the plans of the shipping masters of this 
country.

And yet, sir, Senators cannot find justifica- 


tion for voting a soldiers' readjustment" compen- 
sation upon a basis that I believe to be sound 
and righteous; but Senators upon this floor crm 
find reasons for supporting the United States 
Shipping Board in its enormousjjraf ta upon the 
Treasury, for supporting the railroads in their 
enormous drafts upon the Treasury, for support- 
ing the builders of warships in their enormous 
drafts upon the Treasury, for supporting the 
maintenance of a standing Army greater than 
we have ever maintained before.at a time when 
the world cannot by any possibility make war 
upon us. 
Senators who can find reasons for

ago were warned by the Senator from Washing- 
ton [Mr. Jones] would be found necessary to 
continue the operations of the Shipping Board.

Are Tied to British Policy

N a speech made In January, 1921, Senator 
Jones said that the International Mercantile 


Marine Co., which is.ono of the principal ship- 
ping concerns of the United States, had/'entered 
into an agreement in 1903—now just pin that 
date down—whereby it bound itself for a period 
of 20 years to follow no policy that would injure . 
British shipping or British trade," and the Sen- 
ator quoted certain paragraphs from the con- 
tract. * » * 


Even more illuminating, than the address itself 


is the scries of events which followed its deliv. 
very and its insertion in the Congressional Rec- 
ord. The president of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Co., P. A. -S. Franklin, at once 
.took issue with some of the statements made by 
Senator Jones in the address from which I 
quoted. Thereafter, on January 25_ 1921, the 
Senator from Washington placed in the Record 
three agreements of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Co., with the British Government/ 
dated, respectively, August 1, 1903, October 1, 
1910, and September 2, 1919. These agreements 
wiy be found in the Record of January 25, 1921, 
^pages 2041-2042.

WO days after the above contracts were 
printed in. the Congressional Record—that 


is, on January 27,1921—the United States Ship- 
ping Board held a meeting, at which, by invita- 
tion of the board, Mr.'P. A. S. Franklin, presi- 
dent of the International,.Mercantile Co., at- 
tended, with his attorney, J. Parker Kirlin. And 
they were invited by the Shipping Board to ex- 
plain the situation existing between the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Co. and foreign gov- 
erments. Something, like. 75 • or 80 pages were 
devoted by Mr. Franklin and Lis attorney to that 
"explanation. I will have more to say about that 
testimony a little later. 


No action was taken in respect to-the matter 


by the Shipping Board, however, until the 3d 
day of March following the hearing on the 27th 
of January, when the board, in response, I be- 
lieve, to a resolution, gent.to the Senate a copy 
of the testimony and a £opy of the contracts to 
which I have referred: The; Shipping Board on 
.the same day that'it sent- this material to the 
Senate held a meeting .and passed a resolution 
which declare^ that Mr. Franklin's explanation 
was not satisfactory. And'a copy of that reso- 
lution was transmitted to the Senate with the 
other. papers. , Why it was necessary to wait 
from. January 27 to March 3 before taking any 
action,in the matter the Shipping Board ha; 
not explained. • • ' • • ' * 


Compliance Without a Change '

AST March thii resolution was passed. 
March 8 Mr. Franklin wai. advised. March '. 


9 he acknowledged receipt of the resolution. 
July 22, no /change in. the. tituation, contract! • 
still in-eri*tcnce,,andvinth» meantime the In- ... 
ternational. Mercantile Marina ii a big tpoke in :" 


the wheel of the United States Shipping Board 
and prominent ofiicials connected with it are in 
charge of the allocation of our ships and the 
direction of operations. 


In this connection I call attention to the state- 


ment given to the public by Mr. Franklin on 
March 5,1921, as found in the New York Times 
of that date, page 23, column 2, wherein, refer-. 
ring to the March 3 resolution of the Shipping 
Board, .he said: 


"The decision of the Shipping Board does 


not in any way conflict with our present or- 
ganization, or methoij of conducting- our 
•business. 
It has been clearly understood 


for the last 19 years, since the first agree- 
ment was executed between ourselves and 
the British Board of Trade relating to our 
British flagships, that the agreements do 
not apply directly'or indirectly to American 
flagships owned by the company or operated 
by it." 
I am going to show just how near the truth 


that is. That was fed out to the public by this 
man Franklin. 
. 
• 


Having thus politely informed the board that 


there was nothing in its decision or resolution 
which required any change in the structure 01 
methods of his company, Mr. Franklin with a 
touch of humor adds: 


I see no reason now why the company 


should riot comply with the desires of tho 
board, as reported. 
The resolution of the Shipping Board referred 


to does not touch the real iniquity, in the rela- 
tionship between the International Mercantile 
Marine Co. and the British Government and 
British shipping interests, and shows but a very 
limited comprehension of the seriousness of the 
problem with which they are dealing. 
Either 


the Shipping- Board purposely set up a man oi 
straw for Mr. Franklin to .demolish, or it had 
not the least conception of the manner in which 
British influences controlled the International 
Mercantile Marine Co. The mandate of the 
board to Mr. Franklin was that he so "amend" 
his agreements with the British authorities "cs 
to exclude therefrom any and all vessels docu- 
mented under the laws of the United States." Of 
course these agreements do not include by their 
terms ships documented under the laws of. the 
United States, and therefore to amend these 
agreements so as to ."exclude" such ships leaves 
the agreements exactly where-they were before; 
As the matter stands, Mr. Franklin has been 
given the opportunity by the Shipping Board, 
.whether wittingly or unwittingly-I do not know, 
to make a brave showing of complyidg with' its 
orders without effecting the least change in. the 
organization or methods of his company. 


Control by England 


A 


LITTLE later in this discussion I will point 
out exactly how these contracts and the 


system of interlocking directors gives complete • 
control of the business resources of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Co. to the British - 
Government and the masters of British ship- 
ping. 
• 
, 


What I now wish to point- out is that the 


Shipping Board almost from the time -of its' or- 
ganization has known of these' contracts and 
has known that the International. Mercantile- 
Marine Co., besides operating a few American 
ships, was merely a holding company for .Brit- . 
ish shipping corporations. 
On the 27th of lasl 


January, when public attention was called to 
the matter, the so-called investigation was held 
by the Shipping Board, at which no one was 
heard but the- president of the International 
Mercantile Marine Co. and his attorney; 


A fine method, certainly, to arrive at the . 


truth. Meanwhile that company continued to 
receive generous- allocations of American ships 
on the theory that it was a real American com- 
pany. I mean by that 'company the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine Co'. . 


A report of the Snipping. Board under dat3 


of February 7, 1921, shows the International- 
Mercantile-Marine Co. ia control of 27 Shipping 
Board ships by allocation; dead-weight' tonnage, 
247,893 tons; and that these ships included some 
of the best American vessels controlled by the 
Shipping Board. In the meantime the Shipping 
Board allowed-the whole matter to slufcber un- 
til the report to" which I referred was made to . 
the Senate at the very close of the last Con-' 
gress on the 3d day of March, 1921. 
Is there « 


Senator here who can believe for a moment that ' 
the powerful influences of Great Britain were 
not at work in our official channels to hold that 
investigation back and to suppress the truth? 


Then the resolution was sent to the Senate 


which required Mr. Franklin to amend his con- 
tracts so as to "exclude" something which wa's 
not in them, and there the matter has rested^ 
Whether this is merely a record of incompe- 
tence or worse in this matter, I em not prepared 
to say. I am speaking of a committee of in-' 
vestigation that will determine this, apd I am 
speaking of an investigation which I believe the , 
Senate will feel constrained to demand before 
I get through. I am simply stating the facts. 
But if the British Board of Trade bad directly 
controlled the affairs of our Shipping Board 
during the time, it could not. have done worse 
for the American merchant marine than ow 
Shipping Board has done.

Senator Lodge Argues -Against Open Sessions of Craning 


Disarmament Congress. 


covenants openly arrived at" will not be the policy 


of the disarmament conference which President Harding 


has called in Washington on armistice day. This was made 
manifest when Sen. Lodge, spokesman of the Administration, 
prevailed upon Sen. Harrison of Mississippi to withdraw his 
amendment to the bill appropriating funds for the conference 
which provided for full publicity of all proceedings. 


Sen. Lodge declared the publicity amendment was "wholly 


out of place and futile bad manners" and urged his colleagues 
•not to' be "guilty of this incivility toward the great nations in- 
vited here." Lodge then proceeded to explain why "open dip- 
lomacy" was impractical and asserted that "it is the invariable 
practice of legislative bodies to frame important measures be- 
hind closed doors." 


It was expected that the Harrison amendment would be de- 


feated by the Republican majority, for it was known that the 
President opposed the publicity provision, but it was hoped to 


%ut senators on record. The sudden withdrawal of the amend- 


ment was the result of "senatorial courtesy." 


"I suppose Sen. Lodge is merely expressing the views of 


President Harding," said Harrison, "and I do not desire to em- 
barrass him at this time." 


Senator Borah, author of the disarmament resolution, vig- 


orously assailed the evident intention to shroud the negotiations 
in secrecy. 


"There can be no successful disarmament conference unless 


i; is backed by public opinion," he declared, "and there can be 
no operation of public opinion on deliberations behind closed 
doors." 


He characterized the Versailles treaty as "the greatest 


menace to the world today" and asserted "the first step towards 
its negotiiftum was secrecy." 


"Could the Shantung deal have been put over except behind 


closed doors?" demanded the Idahoan. "Unless we have publicity 
we can't hope for much. 
Publicity is absolutely essential to 


my sane and sound conclusion." 


Lodge's objection to publicity makes it evident that the dis 


armament conference probably was called to camouflage the 
formation of a new league of nations under a different name, 
This charg-e has repeatedly been made by those who point out 
that Harding first opposed calling the conference. Public sen- 
timent, however, demanded disarmament, and the great inter 
national bankers who want a league of nations for the purpose 
of "making the world safe for capitalism" saw an opportunity 
to convert the movement to their own ends. Harding then 
suddenly swung into line, but instead of confining the conference 
to disarmament, the invitation called for discussion of the Far 
Eastern question. 
It is generally believed in diplomatic circles 


(hat a new "association of nations" will emerge from the con- 
ference and that the crushing burdens of militarism will only 
be limited and not eliminated. 


The early defeat of\lhe publicity amendment is a bitter dis- 


appointment to those who hoped the conference was the first 
step towards permanent peace.
